SOVIET RUSSIA 


“SIGNS TREATIES 


Toward Recognition 
is Shown 
Pacts Arranged in Three 
Separate Groups 
‘Only One With America is on 
7 Relief W ork 


MOSCOW, Aprtl 1.—Soviet Rus- 


sia, despite its isolation, has signed 
seventy-five voluntary treaties, 
agreements and conventions with 
foreign powers since the revolution 
‘of 1917, it is announced by an of- 


ficial state publication recounting 
the progress made by the Bolshe- 


viki toward world recognition. This 
list does not include three com- 
pulsory conventions, such as the 
treaty of Brest-Litovak, which were | PD 


concluded under duress. 

The treaties are arranged in 
three groups, the first of which was 
concluded with the so-called in- 
Gependent soviet republics: the 
second with states bordering on 
Russia, and the third with states of 
Western Europe, including England 
and France. 

The only agreement befween so- 
viet Russia and the United States 
ie the one signed last August with 
the American Relief Administra- 
tion, for the feeding of Russia's 
starving millions in the famine dis- 


Twenty-one treaties are em-

|The most important of these, the 
| publication deciares, is the treaty 
with Persia, which provides that 
| Russia may send armed forces in- 
to Persian territory should a hos- 
tite mation at any time attempt to 
attack the soviets from that quar- 
ter. 


Repatriation of military and civil 
prisoners and re-establishment of 
trade are dealt with almost exclu- 
_gively in the third group. Trade 
agreements have been concluded 
between soviet Russia and En- 
Grance, Germans. Sweden, 

and Italy, as well as agree- 
meaete of one kind or another with 
Austria, Beigium and Hungary.

The position of the British government 
is far from enviable. Wight years ago it 
was forced into a war to keep the Germans 
ont of France. Now the balafce of power 
has shifted and the Gérmans look to En- 
gland to keep the French out of Germany. — 

Getting possession of the iron of Lor- 
raine was the real motive that cansed Bis 
marck to insist on the drinexation of that 
French térritory at the close of the Franco- 
Prussian War.

UNWRITTEN LAW 

_Bvery s0 often the public is expected 
to wax @mdtionally sentimental abont the 
“unwrittég law.” Some outfaged husband 
furiously dispatéhes his wife's admirer to 
Kingdom Comé and waxes eloquent upot 
his right to defénd his honor and his home 
in the stiortest, easiest, bloodiest way and 
generally implies that he has done the 
world @ service and is a very gallant fellow 
indeed. 

It 16 & situation the pablic has come to 
accept as perfectly natura] and reasonable, 
a bit mélo@dramatic, perhaps, but entirely 
légitimate. 

But a casé that is attractirig a good deal 
of attention in Dallas, Tex.. may give this 
precious. unwritten law a bit of a jolt. One 
Dave Soderman is accused of killing J. 
Clay Powers, the playwright, the defense 
offering a letter purported to be written by 
Soderman'’s wife “confessing” that the writ- 
er had had intimate association with her. 
The District Attorney has declared that he 
regards that letter as a frame-up, that no 
woman ever wrote such a carefully worded, 
explicit letfer under the stress of passion. 
_ And, if she did write that letter éither 
under the stress of passion or any other 
stress, it should certainly be #hé who, under 
the unwritten law, should be indicted for 
murder. 

It is obvious that if such evidence is to 
be accepted as etonerating a murderer from 
all punishment the way is opened by which 
any married man can remove any énemy 
whose existence is annoying to him. Wives 
can #0 often be trusted to be so accommo- 
dating. 

It is high time thet this precious “wh- 
written law” was challenged. The condi- 
tions under which it was originally accept- 
ed have long since passed. In those days 
women were fot conceded a separate en- 
tity, personal responsibility, individpal in- 
dependence.

Daylight saving is commonly re- 
garded as a British device, 


that country some years before its 
trial here. But now it ap 
that it was a “Yankee notion,” of 
ancient date, having been devised 
by no lees an authority than Ben- 
jamin Franklin when he was the 
American Minister to France. A 
writer in “L’'Intransigcant,” recalis 
that on April 26, 1784, there ap- 
peared in Le Journal de Paris a 
letter from the great American 
philosopher, in which he set forth 
his conception of the daylight- 
saving idea. 

He related that one night, after 
tarrying with frien until a late 
hour, he went home at 3 o'clock in 
the morning, and retired, hoping to 
have a long sleep. But very soon 
he was awakened by the noise made 
by his neighbors in the apartment 
overhead, 

“I was astonished,” he said, “to 
see my room lighted, and thought 
first that a dozen lamps had been 
lighted, but upon rubbing my eyes I 
realized that my servant had for- 
gotten to close the shutters, and 
that the sun was rising. I looked 
at my watches, which were going 
well, and saw that it was only 
6 o'clock. As I found it extreme- 
ly extraordinary that the sun rose 
so early I consulted my almanac, 
and read there that the sun would 
continue to rise earlier every day 
until the end of June. 

“This suggested to me several 
serious reflections. I considered 
that if it had not been for the 
accident that shortened my sleep, I 
would have slept six or seven

One of the most attractive ex- 
hibitions of the mapsy attractive 
ones that have been ushered in 
4 April to be handed over to May 

that of wood block prints and 
water colors by Charles W. Bart- 
lett at Little’s. The artist, who is 
hn Englishman, has lived, traveled 
and’ worked for a number of years 
in Hawali and the Orient, and to 
some good purpose. 

There are twénty-five prints in 

the present Highly satisfactory evi- 
dence of his “good purpose,” and 
these are supplemented by ten wa- 
ter cdlors. The prints, however, 
are by far the most interesting, 
charmimg in color as the aquareljes 
are, for many of them carry on 
the traditions of the famous Japa- 
nese print makers with such amaz- 
ing fidelity that we marvel that an 
occidental could have gotten so 
completely into the spirit of artists 
of a cultural period so alien to his 
own. 
However, we know that certain 
artistic forms of expression are of 
no particular clime or time, and 
it may be conceded that Charles w. 
Bartlett ‘has an “Oriental soul”— 
ae that means anything to you. At 
any rate, he has a simple and di- 
rect feeling for beauty whef that 
beauty is to be expressed decora- 
tively, and it seems natural enough 
that he should seek out the wood 
block print in the Japanese way.

It is refreshing in this year of 
our Lord to take up a book on the 
European situation in which the 
author has no brief against. either 
the League of Nations, the Treaty 
of Versailles or ex-President Wil- 
son. Possibly the appearance of 
such a book indicates that the 
period of emug reaction in which 
the standpatters on the one hand 
and’ the pacificists on the other 
have been doing the talking—and 
the governing. Dr. Guest has made 
a first-hand study of conditions, 
both economic and political, in the 
Central States and in Russia, and 
in this volume gives the results of 
the study. Instead of following 
the popular propagandist method 
of “rationalizing.” by which the ef- 
fort is concentrated in finding 
seeming proof for settled convic- 
tions, Dr. Guest lets nature take 
its course while the 


struggiing against gravest difficul- 
ties but actually making progress 
toward some better and more stable 
international condition. He finds 
the principle of disunion not so 
overwhelmingly strong, despite the 
nationalistic movement: thinks that 
the tendency is for the troubled 
nations to get together and enter 
upon some working agreement 
whereby national peace and secur- 
ity and economic stability may be 
obtained. He has faith in the 
League of Nations, which he finds 
the one most hopeful element in 
the whole situation.

But the story itself 
has some of the harshness and 
bloodiness that we find among the 
minor contemporaries of Shake- 
speare. 

His other two quite recent plays, 
“Indipohdi” and “The White 
Savior” are far more agreeable 
and satisfying. But Hauptmann’s 
greatest quality has always been 
the genuineness of his treatment 
of life. And in these new plays 
there is a quality of remoteness 
that makes them seem almost 
fantastic. In both, to be sure, 
Hauptmann is trying to say some- 
thing of very immediate impor- 
tance to the modern world, but 
his message is obscured by his 
medium.

In it Prof. Robinson delves into 
the proceas by which most of us 
have gained our ideas along vari- 
ous lines. Anyone who will read 
this book ee will be a 
littie less gullible in the future 
than in the past. A book that 
should appeal to those who find 
delight in “The Mind in the Mak- 
ing” is “The Manhood of Human- 
ity,"" by Count’ Korzbyski. In it 
you will learn that man is not an 
animal at all, but a time-binding 
creature capeble. of vastly greater 
possibilities than have yet been 
realized. This bsok has been much 
discussed in this city, though nore 
of the beok stores reported it as 
among the Grst sellers... 

A subject in which much inter- 
est is manifested is psychoanalysis. 
The number of books on this gub- 
ject is increasing rapidly. The 
one most called for here is “Easy 
Lessons: in Paychoanalysis,” by 
Andre Tridon. Others are “Fun- 
Gamental Conceptions in Psycho- 
analysis,” by A. A. Brill; “The 
Depths of the Soul: Psychoan- 
alytical Studies,” by William Stek- 
el; “Psychoanalysis and the Un- 
conscious,” by D. H. Lawrence: and 
“Dream Psychology: choan- 
alysis for Beginners,” by . Big- 
mund Freud: An interesting book 
in this connection is “Psychology 
From the Standpoint of the Be- 
haviorist,” by John B. Watson, 
professor of psychology, the Johns 
Hopkins University, As Dr. Wat- 
son explains in his p psy- 
chology from the standpoint of 
the behaviorist is concerned with 
the prediction end control of hu- 
man action and not with an an- 
alysis of consciousness. 

Books on the labor problem, on 
Russia and on European politics 
and problems are all listed as good 
merchandise fn reasonable quanti- 
ties. “Working With the ork- 
ing Woman,” by Cornelia Stratton 
Parker, is one of those popular 
accounts of the experiences of an 
investigator who herself tries mak- 
ing a living In the leas remunerative 
trades, Like Whiting Williame’s 
“What's On the Worker's Mind?” 
Mrs. Parker's book is one so full 
of human interest as to make easy 
reading. 

Perhaps the most discussed book 
on Russia just now is “Marooned 
in Moscow,” by Marguerite KE. Har- 
rison. It has the sense of personal 
adventure that adds interest and at 
the same time it gives a clear and 
unblased picture of Russian condi- 
tions. Of books on world politics 
and problems there are too many 
to even mention all of recent date. 
One designed for popular con- 
sumption that is reported by more 
than one book store as selling well 
is Frank <A. Vanderlip’s “What 
Happened to Europe.” John May- 
nard Keynes's “A Vision of the 
Treaty" has made no such hit as 
did his former book, compounded 
of about equal parts of fact and fic- 
tion. Mr. Keynes's cock-sure at- 
titude is here even more in evi- 
dence, as he adds the happy “I told 
you so” to his repertoire. of 
course this author is certain that 
further modifications must 
made to the Treaty of Versailles. 

A book that gives a clear an- 
alysis of European conditions, with 
apecial reference to the economic 
disintegration that seems imminent 
is entitled “America and the Bal- 
ance Sheet of Europe,” by John 
Foster Bass and Harold Glenn 
Moulton. It is published by the 
Ronald Press and is a book that 
every American who deems him- 
self capable of economic thinking 
should read and ponder, Another 
of those books on the European 
fituation that many: perturbed 
Americans are reading is ‘‘Balkan- 
ized Europe,” by Paul Scott Mow- 
rer.

As books 
that might well be widely read, the 
following may be mentioned: “The 


‘Memoirs of a Midget,” by Walter 


De la Mare, a most unusual book 
with an entirely fresh point of 
view; “ Chapdelaine,” by 
Louis Hemon, which has well been 
called a prose symphony, vibrant 
and harmoniqus, that touches real- 
ity with a ene and memorable 
simplicity; “Joanna Godden,” by 
Shella Kaye-Smith, a remarkable 
study of a masterful woman; “Van- 
demark's Folly,” Herbert 
Quick, a fresh and authentic novel 
based on the development of 
great West; “Lost Valley,” 
Katharine Fullerton Gerould, and 
“Children of the Market Piace,” 
by Edgar Lee Masters, a peculiarly 
American novel with Stephen A.

SALEM, April 29.—Reports 
received here from the rural 
districts indicate that the 
loganberry and _ strawberry 
crops in Marion county not 
only will be larger this sea- 
son than last year, but that

SHOE MEN 
FIGHT TAX 
ON HIDES 


Cost to Consumer Will be 
Increased Hundred Mil- 
lion Per Year 


Between $100,000,000 and $150,- 
000,000 per year would be added to 
the cost of shoes if the tax on 
hides, which is incorporated fn the 
tariff bill, now before the Senate, 


| goes through, according to Arthur 


Evans, in a recent issue of the 
Chicago Tribune. : 

The cost of a pair of shoes 
would be increased 50 to 75 cents, 
according to an estimate made by 
manufacturers. The duty on hides 
is favored by cattlemen, but the 
farmers are not supporting the 
tariff, and the American Farm Bu- 
reau has filed a brief with the 
Senate Finance Committee urging 
that hides, leather and leather 
products remain on the free list. 

This brief points out that even 
if the duty on hides did serve to 
give the farmer an increased reve- 
nue from his cattle, it would be 
more than offset by the Increased 
cost of shoes, harness and other 
leather products. 

Critics of the tariff point out 
that the chief benefit of such «a 
measure would go to the packers. 
The United States does not raise 
sufficient hides to meet its re- 
quirements. The annual hide con- 
sumption is around 1,550,000,000 
pounds, and production in Amer- 
ica is approximately %560,000,000 
pounds. About 45 per cent of the 
hides used in the United Statea, 
according to these figures, haves to 
be imported. On the basis of the 
annual average imports during the 
past ten years, the tariff would 
yield a revenue of about $16,000,- 
000 per year, but against this

California Future Cotton Empire; Week-End in the 
Financial District: 


- 


While the present status of the 
cotton industry is more or less in- 
active and hampered by labor trou- 
bles in the New England mill dis- 
tricts, the future portends many in- 
teresting and promising develop- 
ments for the California and Ari- 
zona grower. Judging from sta- 
tistics gathered from world-wide 
sources, the fact is gradually be- 
coming apparent that world cotton 
consumption may svon overtake 
the supply. When that time does 
come, ghe nations are liable to look 
more and more to this State as an 
important source of their future 
supply of raw cotton. 

There are only three important 
cotton-producing regions in the 
world, the United States, India and 
Egypt. Egypt's territory is limited, 
and India cannot increase its acre- 
age for years to come. The boll 
weevil and the pink boll worm, 
which have spread their blighting 
influence over the southern cotton 
belt in this country with disastrous 
effecta to production, are now re- 
ported to have invested the cotton- 
growing regions in Mesopotamia. 
Much money and energy has been 
spent to encourage cotton produc- 
tion outside of these known 
regions, but consequential results 
have not yet been achieved. 

Hence, in the days to come when 
cotton consumption finally sur- 
passes production, the California 
territory, with its perfect growing 
conditions and its freedom from 
the boll weevil pest, stands in a 
good to become one of the 
leading cotton countries of the 
world. 

Uniess there is some means 
found to suddenly increase the 
world’s cotton production, there 
is little doubt in the minds of most 
observers that there will be a seri- 
ous shortage within a few years’ 
time. Recent figures from Man- 
cheater show that in the six months 
ended Jan. 31, 1922, the world con- 
sumed 9,314,000 bales of cotton. in 
}a similar report of the Internation- 
al Federation of Cotton Spinners, 
issued six months earlier, the total 
consumption was shown to be 
7,367,212 bales. A comparison of 
the two shows an increase of 27 
per cent in six months. 

That the cotton industry is get- 
ting back to its prewar position is 
demonstrated by the fact that in 
the year ended Aug. 31, 1913, the 
world used 20,399,000 bales of cot- 
ton. It is apparent that a <oon- 
suruption of 9,314,000 bales in a 
six months’ period is getting close 
to the former figure.

1921 Results Close-ub of Agricultural, Live Stock and Banking 


Conditions in Southern California 


The Times presents herewith the report of the Yesearch depart- 
ment of the First National Bank and the Los Angeles Trust and Sav- 
ings Bank to the War Finance Corporation, covering agricultural, live- 
stock and banking conditions in the Los Angeles agricultural loan 
agency district as of May 1. It is a most comprehensive,survey of 
actual conditions brought down to the minute and provides an expert 
criterion upon which to base an intelligent appreciation of current 
and future trends. 

It is found that continued cold and cloudy weather, coupled with 
some late frosts, has retarded the growth of agricultural products 
throughout this district and changed the earlier prospects for excel- 
lent range conditions. However, the main effect of these adverse fac- 
tors has been retarding of growth rather than a heavy reduction in 
estimated agricultural production in this territory. Crops pfobably 
will now mature on an average of from two to three weeks later than 
normally, and decreased production will be generally offset by higher 
prices for farm products.

However, live-stock men in North- 
ern California may find it neces- 
sary to use considerable supplies 
of alfalfa for feed because of the 
failure of ranges to live up tc 
earlier expectations, and the San 
Joaquin Valley, which normally 
uroduces enough alfalfa to supply 
local demands, may have to im- 
vert stocks, because of increased 
local consumption. It is possible 
that if the cbld weather continues 
and interferes with the growth of 
the present stand these factors 
may assist in bulling the market 
slightly. for a short period, but it 
is a rather remote possibility. 


COTTON 

The cotton situation has not 
changed materially during the past 
month. Recent checks confirm 
the earlier estimates of plantings 
in California and Arizona; the Ari- 
zona plantings totalling 105,000 
acres: 85.000 of which are in the 


Salt River Valley: 17,000 in the 
Yuma Valley: and 30090 in the 
Giia River Valley. Plantings in 


the Imperial! Valley have totalled 
approximately 210,000 acres, of 
which slightly more than 590,000 
are on the American side of the 
border and slightly less than 160,- 
000 acres on the Mexican side of 
the Imperjal Valley. . The plant- 
inge in other districts of Southern 
California. wiil total about 25,000 
acres. Growing conditions remain 
satisfactory. 
VEGETABLES 


The Imperial Valley lettuce sea- 
son has practically closed, with 
the shipments totalling ap- 
proximately 12,000 cars as com- 
pared with slightly less than 11,- 
000 cars last year. The later sup- 
plies of lettuce were inferior to 
those of the earlier marketing pe- 
riod and prices dropped (from 
$3.50 to $4.25 per crate in the east- 
ern markets two weeks ago to 
from $2.25 to $2.50 per crate at 
the present time. The local let- 
tuce coming into the market is 
in comparatively unsatisfactory 
condition and is not bringing a 
good price. 

New onions are moving into 
nfarket and are tending to depress 
prices slightly. Old stocks , of 
onions are, however, exhausted: 
storage holdings being closed out, 
while at this time a year ago there 
were 12,700 sacks of onions in 
storage in Los Angeles. New 
stock is now selling at from $2.75 
to $3.00 per crate. 

The potato crop is reaching the 
market later than usual, and car- 
load shipments from this market 
are not expected until early § in 
June. Offsetting this is the fact 
that cold storage holdings now 
total approximately 68,000 sacks 
as com with only 15,000 
sacks this time a year ago, so that 
no shortage prior to the move- 
ment of the new crop is antici- 
pated. 

Range conditions in California 
are not as good as was anticipated 
earlier in the season. In some seus 
tions the heavy frosts of the past 
wit.ter killed off more of the new 
growth than was anticipated. The 
second growth is of inferior qual- 
ity. With a continuation of the 
winde which were prevalent’ in 
some range sections during the 
latter part of April this inferior 
grass may dry up earlier than 
usual. However, damage has been 
more severe in the northern part 
of than in the southern 


pa 

In the coast districts, from San 
Lu's Obispo south, there has been 
pract'cally no damage to the 
ranges aad the live stock men in 
that territory will consequently be 
in an excellent position during the 
present season. 

Ranges in the San Joaquin Val- 
ley, from Bakersfield south, are 
normal, but continuation of heavy 
wincs may materially reduce feed 
prospects during the next few 
weeks. Conditions in the San Joa-

Because of the shortage of mar- 
ketable stock, cattlemen are being 
advised to hold their cattle until 
later and to market them in an 
orderly manner so as to spread the 
supply over the summer months as 
evenly as possible. There will not 
be many cattle entering the tocal 
markets until about the 14th of 
May. Practically all of the beef 
cattle in the Imperial Valley have 
been contracted and will be shipped 
out during the latter part of May, 
with less than 3500 head of beef 
cattle remaining on grass in the 
valley for delivery during summer 
months. 

The Southern Arizona cattle are 

inferior to those produced in other 
sections of this district and cattle 
producers there are holding out for 
$22 for yearlings; $27 for two-year 
olds, and $35 for three-year olds. 
Indications are that the market 
will not absorb’ these cattle for 
more than $20, $25 and. $30, re- 
spectively, and these prices will 
probably prevail only for the best 
cattle available in Southern Ari- 
zona. 
In Northern Arizona cattlemen 
are demanding $25 for yearlings, 
$35 for two-year olds, and $45 for 
three-year olds. No contracts have 
been made at these prices and it 
may be necessary to shade them if 
many cattle are to move to market 
from this district. 

Indications are that there will be 
a short supply of live stock, both 
cattle and sheep, in this territory 
for the next several vears and one 
of the main problems which the 
cattlemen will face will be the se- 
curing of new breeding stock to 
develop new supplies to take care 
of local demands. 

For some time to come prices for 
live stock in this district will prob- 
ably be determined by prices in 
eastern centers plus the freight 
cost of moving eastern stock into 
this district, to take up the differ- 
ence between the local supply end 
demand. 


BANKING SITUATION 

The banking situation in this dis- 
trict is even better than’ has been 
anticipated. A few agricultural 
districts report banks loaned to 
capacity and experiencing certain 
difficulties in financing growers for 
the 1922 season, but this situation 
is the exception rather than the 
rule. Offisetting this is the fact 
that many districts which normally 


cannot supply the credit needs of 
their producers at this period of 
the year without outside assistance 
are experiencing no _ difficulty in 
taking care of legitimate demands 
i credit for agricultural produc- 
tion. ' 
In addition, the banks of the San 
Joaquin Valley are reporting that 
they are taking care of demands 
with less rediscounting than is nor- 
mal for this period of the year. 
Interest rates are sagging and 
excess supplies of commercial cred- 
it are developing in commercial 
centers. With this credit available 
for agricultural] producers the cred- 
it situation gives promise of re- 
maining satisfactory during the 
present producing season.

for the | Reelers 


One of the keenest of sports 
open to the lover of rod and reel 
in Southern California is the surf 
fishing that may be enjoyed -al- 
most the entire year, around at 
any point along the coast line 
where kelp or rocks do not prom- 
ise danger to tackle, and dim- 
culties in playing and landing the 
fish, once hooked.

An understanding of the principles of carburetion and what a 


Carburetor is supposed to do is essential but not absolutely necessary 
te the owner of an sutomobile. The carburetor ts a device which 
vaporizes the liquid gasoline and mixes it with the necessary amount 
of air so that & will burn with a very intense heat in the combustion 
Chamber of the gasoline engine at a very wide range of speed. 


In some carburetors the amount 
of gasoline that is sprayed is. con- 
trolled by a needle vaive which can 
be adjusted from the driver's seat, 
Some others have the gasoline ad- 

d on the carburetor, and car 
adjusted only when the hood is 
raised. Many carburetors have no 
adjustment on the air; others have 
adjustments of air on the steering 
column, so they can be adjusted 
from the driver's seat while the 
ear is in motion, while others have 
to be adjusted at the carburetor.

in Shanghai may be interesting to 
Los Angeles motorists,” says 
Ungar of the Stewart Warner Prod- 
ucts Service Station. 

“In the first place, traffic runs 
along the left side of the street, 
which is the opposite to the Amer- 
ican custom. 

“There are so many Chinamen 
on the streets that one would nat- 
urally suppose the law would re- 
quire the motorist to drive slowly. 
On the contrary, they may drive as 
fast as they wish—it is up to the 
Coolie to get out of the way. How- 
ever, if the motorist happens to 
bump a high-class Chinaman or a 
foreigner—woe be unto him—for 
the law takes its full.course and 
for such an offense the motorist 
will, nine chances out of ten, find 
himself in jail, and Shanghai 
jails aren't very nice when one 
shares them with numerous coolies. 

“Few accessories are used on 
cars in the Orient, but then the 
cars are, for the most part, not 
worth dolling up. As long as they 
run on all four wheels, nothing is 
done to them. When repairing is 
imperative only that work is done 
which is absolutely necessary. 

“The roads are narrow and con- 
structed of cobble stones, except in 
a small downtown district. Cars 
end tires do not last very long 
there. 

“The traffic officers are Bike po- 
licemen, who stand at the main 
corners in a sort of deflected man- 
ner and wave their hands spas- 
modically, first in one direction 
and then In the other. Rickshas, 
machines and street cars wait im- 
patiently sometimes while a Sike 
policeman settles a dispute among 
some coolies, then, with a start, 
wakes up and sends the held-up 
traffic on once again. 

“Most machines don't seem cap- 
able of breaking any speed laws. 
However, there are some very 
machines on 
the streets, driven by chauffeurs 
and they for the most part are 
observant of the speed laws or, at 
least, they watch the movements 
of other cars so as to avoid a col- 
lision. 

“Gasoline sells for a dollar a 
gallon, China money, or about 
fifty cents in gold. However, you 
can hire an automobile all days 
for $5 gold, but why use an auto- 
mobile when you can have a rick-

F THE mallows—dear to the heart of 

childhood, from the “cheeses” of cer- 

tain weeds brought from Europe— 

Southern California has a somewhat 
numerous group of handsome native flow- 
ers. They are of some five or six separate 
genera—distinguished from one another 
only by slight differences—but all are so 
well marked by the “mallow style” as to be 
placed unmistakably and at once in their 
proper family by the most ordinary flower | 
observer. They are all built in a pro 
nounced and decisive way after the pattern 
of the common garden  hollyhock—which

The flowers of many of the mallows do 
not open widely, but retain a cup-shape, or 
even a globe form, with only a small open- 
ing at the top.

I call the “deer mallow,” for a reason which 
will appear later. Its botanical name is 
malvastrum fasciculatum—the specific 
name referring to the fasciles of flowers on 
the wandlike branches. The flower tuds 
and open blooms often crowd the stems so 
thickly as to quite cover the leaves—which 
near the flower-clusters are small and short- 
stemmed. This mallow often grows in 
thickets, usually choosing a flat for its 
abode. To an observer looking down upon 
such a patch from some riage, its lighter 
shade sharply outlines it from the sur- 
rounding chaparral. Taois shrub is a special 
favorite of the deer, and during July and 
August they browse upon it, until it is hard 
to find a bush of it anywhere in the moun- 
tains which they have left untouched.

These filth diseases have been almost 
abolished, not by “medical science,” but 
by increased cleanliness—inner and outer 
cleanliness.

PAST CONTRASTED WITH PRESENT. 


HIS is said to be a sophisticated 

age, This is supposed to be as 

true of our homes as of our litera- 

ture, our dress, our manners and 
our morals. Most of us are ready to de- 
ride the ideas of furnishings and decora- 
tion that prevailed with our grandmdth- 
ers. We smile broadly at the very 
thought of black haircloth furniture, at 
marble-topped black walnut bedroom suites, 
at the cumbersome frames on which mach 
carving was plastered, at walnut “what- 
nots” adorned with gingerbread and at 
rococo center tables placed precisely in 
the center of the old fashioned “parlor.” 
Even broader becomes the smile when we 
consider the idens of decoration that pre- 
vailed along with the furniture described. 
The crocheted doilies and tidies placed un 
chair backs, chair arms and every available 
space, the wax flowers in their glass case, 
the hair wreaths in which was safely woven 
a memento of the dead and departed as 
well as if the liv- 
ing present, the 
sentimental and 
pictures of for- 
lormiooking 
maidens bending 
over a dead bird, 
or other equally 
touching chromo 
—these all stir 
our risibilities. 
How superior is 
the taste of to- 
day to that of those dark ages in which our 
grandparents lived and expressed their 
crude sense of beauty. 

There is a measure of truth in this, but 
only a measure. Styles have changed, to 
be sure, and a new spirit of restraint tends 
to dominate house decoration. Tends only, 
for there are so many examples to prove 
the contrary that no one can maintain that 


_ this spirit has became at all general. 


The Changes of 4 Few Decades 
Have Transformed the Home, 


OOK, for instance, at the average home 

of the better class, where money is not 
wanting. To be sufe the parlor is gone. 
No room is now too sacred for daily use. At 
least not in theory. So also are the “dou- 
ble pariors” of two or three decades ago, 
ostentatious places designed to impress the 
formal visitor. So too has the large and 
cheerful kitchen in which grandmother, in 
her shining “print” dress and spotiees white 
apron trimmed with lace of her own knit- 
ting, used to sit in a roomy rocker of an 
afternoon, while she knitted “father’s” 
stockings or sewed carpet rags. 

That kitchen usually had its rag carpet, 

its cushioned settle, several comfortable 
wooden rockers under fhe cushion of one of 
which “father” kept the latest copy of the 
Christian Guardian, while “mother” kept 
her knitting under another. The winJows 
were filled with house plants—how enrap- 
tured was the family over the first blossom 
of the white geranium! There was a shin- 
ing range with its copper tea kettle in this 
room, but no one thought the less of it 
for that. : 
- Sometimes the floor was painted a cheery 
yellow, with rag rugs laid at strategic 
points. Calendars of various years and 
colors adorned the walls, a canary or two 
sang in a blue or pink cage, the dining 
table with its leaves dropped was covered 
with a red cloth. Here in the evening the 
children “got” their lessons, while father 
read stale news from the weekly paper or 
commented on items culled from the Guar- 
dian. 

This was the farmhouse kitchen. It was 
supplemented by another room, usually 
separated from it by a hallway or open 
porch, known as the summer kitchen. The 
kitchen proper was thus kept cool and 
pleasant in summer, and the cooking and 
baking of winter kept it warm and com- 
fortable. There was always a large pantry 
for dish washing and other work, which 
added to the spick and spauness of the 
kitchen. Such an old fashioned room was

a cheerful place, in which use and comfort , 
were the dominant motifs. Even the high- 
ly colored chromos on the walls seemed to 
fit into the picture. 


The Adaptation of Means to 
Ends Makes For Beauty. — 


N THE city home it was the dining-room 

rather than the kitchen that was the 
center of family life. Here was the dining 
table, around which the family gathered in 
the evening, each bent on his own interests. 
The chairs were various. An arm chair or 
two, a large rocker for grandmother and a 
smaller one for her daughter, with straight 
ones for the younger members of the 
family, were usually provided. From the 
point of view of the adaptation of means to 
ends such a room calls for little criticism. 


But the parlor or parlors were usually 
places designed for show, and so they ut- 
terly lacked the homely dignity of the 
kitchen or a dining-room used as a living- 
room, It is these traditional parlors that 
we think of when appraising the taste of 
our forebears. And it was the attempt at 
decoration that made them absurd. With- 
out their tidies and their embroidered has- 
socks, their photographs of the dear de 
parted, their puffed and ruffled and embro 
dered cushions, their ornate lambequins 
and their artificial fowers they would have 
been merely cold and uninviting, just as is 
the average formal dining-room- today. | 


Much hes Been Lost of Comfort and 
Ease in the Modern Kitchen. 


URELY there is contrast enough be 

tween such a parlor and a living-room 
of the present age. On this basis we are 
ready to proclaim the superiority of our 
own ideas of beauty and art. While the su- 
periority may be granted, there are certain 
offsets to be considered. Much has been 
lost in comfort and ease in the modern 
kitchen and dining-room. This is especially 
true of many fine city homes, where we 
seek in for a naable looking room.

Rugs are placed 
on the floors askew; pictures of all sizes 
and shapes hang at all distances from the

Some Modern Homes Are an 
Offense Against Beauty. 


UCH a living-room is a far worse offense 
than was the old-fashioned parlor, for 
here the whole family must sit and bear it, 
with no escape but their own rooms. It com- 
pares unfavorably, too, with the shining 
kitchen of rural homes as they once wel- 
comed the visitor, and with the comfortable 
dining-room used by the city family of a 
generation or two ago for a variety of pur- 


poses. 

And yet living-rooms of. the type de- 
scribed are not at all rare. They abound 
in every part of the country, despite all that 
has been said about restraint and order. 
These are in no wise necessary, as they 
could be changed and made charmingly at- 
tractive by the slightest effort. But their 
owners do not wish them changed. They 
like rugs and furniture placed at angles, 
they like a profusien of family photographs 
and of other pictures, they like roses and 
parrots and wreaths and vines on their 
walls and floors and at their windows. So 
they have them, happily unconscious that 
they are thus defying all laws of beauty 
and art. 

So before we laugh too heartily at the 
quaint unsophistication of our grand- 
mamas, it behooves us all to give a little 
thought to our own homes. If we are so 
slavishly following the dictates of formal 
interior decorators that our homes lack life 
and joy and! personality and comfort, we 
can relax a little and allow each member 
of the family to introduce into the home 
something of his own taste and own idea ot 
comfort. If, on the other hand, we are fol- 
lowing the careless and unenlightened no- 
tions of a decade or two ago in regard to 
the placing of rugs and pictures, to the 
combination of colors and designs, to the 
selection and arrangement of furniture, it 
may be that a little study and self-criticism 
will result in greater beauty in the home.

| -INTRODUCING *QUEENS 


TO THE BEE HIVE. 


BY G. W. BERCAW. 


Both in theory and In fact the queen bee 
is the reigning authority of the bee house- 
hold. Upon her depends the good or bad 
qualities of bees and incidentally the pro- 
duction of honey for the beekeeper. 


In this California climate two full sea- 
sons should be the limit for a single 
queen; after each two years one should re- 
queen with good approved stock.@Do not 
allow in-breeding. Under most natural 
conditions there is but one reigning queen 
to a colony; during the swarming fever 
period, often times, more will be found, 


but only for a brief period. Cases are 
often found under the supersedure condi- 
tions, where mother and daughter reign. 
The former, however, soon gives up to the 
daughter. 


The introduction of a queen cannot be 
accomplished if there is a reigning queen in 
the colony. It is a well accepted fact, that 
\queens recognize each other by sense of 
odor. Very young, newly hatched bees will 


accept a queen readily. Very young virgin 


queens are accepted more readily also dur- 
ing a harvest.of honey bees. A queen that 
is hungry can be more easily introduced. 

The introduction of queens, without hav- 
ing them confined, tan be accomplished in 
the following manner: The brood should 
all be taken from the colony to which a 
queen is to be introduced, making it abso- 
lutely broodiess as.well as queeniess. If 
you have the new queen in a nuclei, take 
about two frames from the brood nest of 
the colony: take the frame she is on, to- 
gether with one or two others, and place 
them in the colony, from which the brood 
was removed, along with all adhering bees. 
This method cannot be used where queens 
are received in little qages, the usual meth- 
od of transporting them throughout the 
country 


Introducing queens from the little cages 
“Ms somewhat different in its application. 
There are many plans, but the general 
idea is tle -same in all cases. Most all 
cages have printed instructions therewith. 
The.usual procedure is to lay the little 
cages right over the brood frames of the 
previously prepared colony, which has been 
made queenless and broodless. If there is 
not sufficient room between the top of the 
frames and the cover, fasten the cage on 
one of the combs below the top level.- If 


: all djrections have been complied with, and 


conditions are normal, the bees will in due 
‘course of time, eat their way into the 
cage and release the imprisoned queen. 
Be positive that there is no reigning queen 
in the hive, as it will be. utterly useless to 
attempt an introduction under such cir- 
qumstances. Close up hive, and wait re- 
suits and 95 per cent of the time the plan 
will prove successful.

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BUSH AND POLE E BEANS THRIVE 
BOTH IN FIELD AND BACK YARD 


BY ROSS H. GAST. 


EANS afe used at three successive 
stages of growth; as snap beans, 
shelled green, and fn the mature dry 
state. They are of high nutritive value, 
due to the large percentage of protein that 


they contain. Nowhere can any type of 

bean be grown with better results than in 

Southern California, which has long been 

of production. of certain va- 
8. 


In common with most vegetables, the bean 
is partial to the lighter types of soil, buat 
does fairly well on any sort, when extra 
care is given them. Adobe soils are gen- 
erally high in natural plant foods, and pro 
duce large yields of beans when the 
ground is carefully prepared to receive the 
seed. On the other hand, if adobe soil is 
allowed to pack or dry out, the plants will 
not be profitable. Many home gardeners 
with heavy soils, find that they have a 
small patch that is of lighter texture than 
the rest. That is the place to plant beans. 
Beans will grow and mature any time be- 
tween the last frost of the spring and the 
first frost of th> fall, and in some localities 
all the year. The first seed of hardy va- 
rieties can be planted early in February, 
but should not be a very large plot, for 
there is still a chance that Jack Frost may 
yet visit them, with disastrous results. A 
larger planting can be put in about March 


15,*when there is less chance that they 


will be nipped by the frost. A great deal 
depetds upon the temperature of the soil; 
if & be an early spring, then early plant-|. 
ing is justified. Planting can be continued 
until September 1, 


The measure of success the amateur grow- 
er will have with his beans will depend 
largely upon the selection of timely va- 
rieties. Certain sorts are adapted for harsh 
weather, while others will thrive only daur- 
ing the warmer months. 

The Canadian Wonder is conceded to be 
the best bush bean for the earliest plant- 
ing. It is very hardy, and starts out well 
against adverse weather conditions. This 


ant to damage from the cold. And “frostless 
sections” are not always frostiess. That 
should be an ample tip for the home gar- 
dener and the commercial grower as well. 
The Six Weeks bush bean is another hardy 
variety for early planting. It matures ear- 
ller than the others. Of the later sorts. 
the Stringless Green Pod, » gush bean, and 
the old reliable Kentucky Wonder, a pole 
variety, aré planted by the majority of the 
market and the home gardeners. In the 
commercial field, the Kentucky Wonder is 
allowed to grow without support, and gives 
a very satisfactory yield. Both of the 
above can be planted about the middle of, 
March, and then on ontil the first of August. 
For the latest plantings, the Canadian Won- 
der, and the Six Weeks are again recom- 
mended. By the selection of proper va- 
rieties, it ig possible to have string beans 
for the table, at least six months out of 
the twelve. 

Soils when in the proper condition to 
plant beans must be moist, not to wet, nor 
too dry. Spring culture differs from that of 
the summer and early fall. In the spring, 
seed planted in soil that is overwet will rot 
before it germinates, but In the fall, when it 
is necessary to irrigate before planting, the 
moisture content in the soil is much easier 
to control. But the soil at any time should 
be spaded or plowed at least twelve inches 
deep, and left with a good mulch on the 
surface, so that the seed will have every 
chance. Soil properly prepared will always 
be ready to plant by the first of March. 
The method of planting varies with the 
‘season. The first planting of bush beans 
should be upon a slight ridge, about four 
inches high and eight inches wide, spaced 
thirty inches apart, from center to center. 
This plan allows drainage, should there be 
an excessive amount of rainfall; and the 
seed is placed where it will receive the bene- 
fit of the morning, noon and afternoon sun 
during the early stages of growth. That is 
one of the great advantages of planting any 
vegetable upon a @dge. The seed should 
be planted in hills, twelve inches apart, 
four seeds to the hill...

Ordinary fertility is suf- 
ficient. They will thrive under constant 
cultivation, and an application of water not 
,oftener than every two weeks, in furrows, 
 petween rows. Never sprinkle, nor leave 
the soll close around the roots long without 
cultivation, for that encourages mildew, and 
rust. 


The pole varieties will require some sort 
of support in the home garden. Old laths, 
or wooden strips of some sort, are general- 
ly utilized.

ANTA BARBARA.—I¢ all the insect 

pests, rodents and weeds which heip 

curtail crop output could be eliminated, 
millions in wealth would be saved to the 
farmer and fruit grower annually. If there 
were not agencies at work preying upon 
these enemies of agriculture, fruitful fields 
and orchards would soon disappear. 


A Goleta farmer recently came across 
two boys, sons of farmers, each with a rifle, 
trudging across a field, 

“Well, boys, what luck?” he inquired. 
beid up the bodies of a gold finch, a Brewer 
blackbird and a Western meadowlark. 


The imcident was employed by the farmer 
at a following Center meeting to drive home 
a wholesome truth, that the boys had slain 
three of their father’s best friends. 

“We need more bird knowledge taught 
in our schools, and more attention paid to 
this subject at our Farm Bureau meetings.” 
said the farmer. in telling of the boys’ 
morning hunt, “for, while some birds may 
take their toll of fruit or grain, yet they 
more than offset this loss by destruction of 
rodents, cropdestroying insects, and crop- 
choking weeds.” 

Added siress is io be laid on the value of 
the bird to agriculture throughout Santa 
Barbara county at this time, for now is the 
season when, these ..feathered friends of 
the farmer are objects of complaint, some 
celieving the birds are destroying craps, 
sither by nipping off tender shoots, or by 
taking the fruit buds and blossoms from 
wehard trees. 

The ornithologist tells zthe farmer there 
are over fifty varieties of birds known as 


weed-seed destroyers, and that all birds de- 


stroy either insects or rodents. 

The Brewer Diackbird devours the de- 
structive cut-worm, the snail, the corn worm, 
the caterpillar, and has helpec reduce the 
cotton boll weevil. Thirty-two per cent 
of ite diet is animal mattur, made up of 
destructive insects, and 68 per cent is of 
vegetable substance, largel) weed seeds. 

The Western meadowlark lives largely an 
harmful imsects; the meadowlark also 
makes a specialty of the larvae of the click 
bug, and a larvae which the soil scientists 
tell us is the wire worm, one of the most

destructive factors known where soil is con- 


cerned. It has destroyed the usefulness 
of many a field for certain crops. The Ar- 
kansas kingbird, while it greys on the 
honeybee, at the same time proves a friend 
of the apiarist by eating the robber fly. In 
the stomach of one kingbifd twenty-six rob- 
ber flies were found. ‘These, says the Fed- 
eral Department of Agriculture, were an off- 
set to the loss of many bees, 

The Horned lark in Southern California 
feed on a bird now and then. and even, oc- 
cent of its food is seed of noxious weeds. 
The lark also devours insects and larvae, 
feeding on leaf beetles which otherwise 
would play havoc with strawberries, cab- 
bage, sugar beets and melons. The lark 
includes in ite favorite menu the potato 
cut worms and grass- 


The sparrow-lark, at which the farmer's 
boy delights to take a shot, while it may 
feed on a bird now and then, and ever, oc- 
casionally, @ young chicken, pays ack 
royally, mot only in eating msects, but al- 
so by devouring field mice, which destroy 
much grain. The little screech-owl is no. 
less a valuable friend of the farmer and 
fruit grower, as it goes strong for cut 
worms, grasshoppers, mice, rats, scorpions, 
and im fact three-fourths of its food con- 
sists of injurious mammals and insects. 


Other friends of the farmer and fruit 
grower are the woodpecker, catbird, robin, 
house wren, mocking bird, Western blue- 
bird, mourning dove, and other birds com- 
mon to the Southern California field and 
orchard, The California brush-tit is death 
on black scale of olive trees.

The other mesquite we call the 
screwpod—a perfect description--and its 
pods, while amalier and less abundant, are 
equally useful as food, an” even sweeter. 
Not 50 per cent of mesquiie meal is wast- 
age, while of the remaining greater part of 
pure assimilative nutriment, 25 to 30 per 
cent is sugar 
The Indians gathered the pods when 
fully ripe and dry to store away in basket 
granaries for all-year-round use. These 
grauaries, called by one tribe “penevats,” 
were so tightly woven of willow oshiers as . 
to be rainproof, or nearly so. They were 
set on wooden scaffolds secure from the 
raids of mice and rats out where the dry ~

The meal 
after soaking up water in an olla for some 
time was ready to eat. Dried balls of it 
served as tunch material on trips. Left in 
the olla a week or so, the mea! began to 
ferment, which, according to investigators, 
greatly improved the flavor. 

The pods of the honey mesquite, boiled 
down in water, will produce a sort of mo 
lasses. The liquid from a similar decoc- 
tion of screwbean mesquite pods, if per 
mitted to ferment, makes a beverage said 
to be most effective and much in favor at 
one time with the Indians of the Colorado 
River. Often in travelitig alone desert 
trails | have picked ripened pods to chew, 
finding the flavor rather pungent and 
_ sweet while agreeably stimulating the flow 
of saliva.

‘desert rets,.” who find advantage in ac 
quiring some of the desert redman's- re 
‘sourcefuiness. in a dilapidated 
camp far out in the desert | fan across an 
old galvanized tank partly filed with mes- 
quite pods---the emergency larder of an old 
prospector.* For catile forced to rustle for 
a living in the desert the mesquite always 
will have great. food importance. The cat- 
tle feed not only on the poda, but also on 
the foliage. ‘There was a time when mes- 
quite pods were gathcred in great quanti- 
ties by Mexicans and sold in the towns for . 
stock feed. But this abundant satural 
food resource is’on the whole wasted, and 
we may well ask ourselves why. May it 
not be possible that we are overlooking a 
food article bearing credentials deserving 
of investigation? 

For the hardness and excellent weather- 
ing durability of its wood the mesquite has 
justly won first place with Indians, Mexi- 
cans and Americans alike. The primitive 
folk used it for tools, weapons, stools, mor 
tars and roofbeams. Civilized man is usiug 
it for fence posts, building purposes and 
fuel. It is especially suitale for cabinet 
work, furniture and imp‘ements. The 
wood is dense, closegrained, very hard, 
heavy and exceedingly durable. It has a 
deep red-brown color thinly cirscled by sap 
wood of lemon yellow. ‘The root wood ix 
heavier than that of the trunk. Encoun- 
tered in the course of excavation, the roots 
are more like cables of iron than crowths 
of wood. Tannin is found in both truna 
and roots in as large quantities as im 
regular tan barks. Wounds’ in the trunk 
cause the exudation of a clear yellowish 
gum possessing the mucilaginous quality of 
gum arabic. for which it makes a satisfac 
tory substitute. 

The mesquite is xreener and fresher 
looking than the common gray and brown 
veterans of drought and heat. Easily 
recognized as belonging to the leauinineus 
group, the graceful shafts of compound 
leaves slightly resemble those of the lo 
cust. By May or June, according to the al- 
titude, the mesquite blossoms, brichtening 
the dunes and chaparral with myriads *of 
rich yellow tassels, and filling the air with 
rarified frazrance. The screwpod, however, 
is not engaxing: the flowers are greenish 
and devoid of odor. The mesquite's flow-
